Over  fifty  years  ago,  a Young  Men's 
Christian  Association  was  started  in1  New 
Orleans— the  fifth  in  the  United  States.  At 
that  time  the  Baptists  had  one  white 
church  in  that  city,  and  it  had  no  house  of 
worship.  I he  undersigned  was  the  only 
yosing  man  of  our  denomination  who 
could  lie  found,  and  he  was  elected  as  one 
of  the  vice  presidents.  Its  object  was  the 
“npental,  moral  and  religious  improvement 
of  young  men,”  with  special,  regard  to 
strangers — to  put  them  under  good  influ- 
ences. 

The  young  men’s  problem  was  before  us 
then,  as  now;  and  even  more  difficult  to 
solve.  Through  the  associations  many 
strangers  were  furnished  suitable  boaiding 
houses  and  invited  to  the  churches  and 
Sunday-schools,  becoming  good  citizens 
There  had  to  i-e  co  operation  and  marvel- 
ous growth  followed.  When  the  war  of 
the  States  broke  out,  there  were  over 400  of 
th?se  associations  in  America.  Many  in 
the  South  were  almost  blotted  out;  hut 
there  has  been  wonderful  development  the 
last  few  years. 

These  institutions  now  spread  over  the 
wtjrld.  They  did  great  services  in  the  Ja- 
pan-Russia  war.  It  strives  to  meet  every 
want,  temporal  and  spiritual  There  is 
31,000,000  invested  in  buildings;  32,000 
students  in  its  schools;  half  a million  books 
in  its  libraries 556  gymnasiumsBibleclasses 
of  38,000annually;3,000,000attending  the 
religious  meetings;  gave  away  to  soldiers 
and  sailors  seventy-five  tons  ot  books  and 
magazines.  It  gives  lodging  to  several 
hundred  thousand  yearlv;  baths  to  a mil- 
lion and  meals  to  2,000,000

Ashley  and  Dr.  Lowrey  were 
chosen  to  contribute  from  their  circle  to 
the  number  of  the  redeemed  on  the  other 
shore.

Pius  X,  however,  recently 
with  one  stroke  of  his  pen  has  forbidden

sideration,” and  thus  put  an  end  to  the 
infamously  hisoric  “Fhilla  Crucial/’  and 
all  dispensations  covered  by  it  arc  null  and 
void.  He  seems  to  be  in  earnest  in  his  ef- 
forts to  reform  “the  church.” 

Secretary  Taft  has  just  returned  from 
the  Orient.  He  was  in  Chmi  at  the  time 
of  the  boycott  on  American  goods.  He 
had  every  facility  for  information,  and 
what  he  says  ought  to  have  weight.  He 
says  that  our  people  neglect  the  principle 
which  should  govern  any  a’ttempt  to  de- 
velop trade  with  the  East.  “It  is  that 
American  merchants  who  would  increase 
commerce  with  Oriental  peoples  must  first 
view  that  commerce  not  from  the  Ameri- 
can but  from  the  Oriental  point  of  view."

For  these  specially  a sec- 
tion in  the  Bible  department  of  ourCollege 
lias  been  arranged,  and  the  teacher  ex- 
pects  to  have  lectures  from  exderienced 
pastors  and  Christian  men  in  other  callings 
in  our  State  in  their  behalf.  If  any  man 
among  us  needs  grace  and  wisdom  from 
above  this  teacher  doe.-,  and  he  sincerely 
asks  that  his  brethren  pray  that  he  ipay 
have  these  graces  in  great  abundance.  He 
prays  for  them  and  is  working  along  un- 
der the  confidence  that  they  are  being 
given  him  day  by  day,  according  to  his 
necessity  and  capacity.  For  did  not  our 
Master  say;  ‘‘Whatsoever  things  ye  de- 
sire when  ye  pray  believe  that  ye  received 
them,  and  ye  shall  have  them.'”’

The  afor- men- 
tioned offenders  against  the  laws  of  the 
State  and  the  laws  of  decent  society,  good 
morals  and  religion,  have  placed  them- 
selves beyond  the  pale  of  moderate  consid- 
eration They  are  enemies  to  society  and 
should  be  treated  as  such — James  K. 
Vardanian,  ‘‘Governor;” 
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Columbus  Association. 

In  1838,  on  Thursday  before  the  fourth 
Lord’s  day  in  November  at  Mt.Zion,  (then 
Zion)  this  body  was  organized.  This  first 
meeting  embraced  four  days,  as  at  present. 
In  the  early  years  of  its  history,  this  body 
met  at  sunrise  and  had  mach  preaching. 
One  of  the  reasons  tor  the  organization 
was  that  the  old  Buttehatchie  association, 
from  which  this  association  sprang,  had  re- 
fused to  receive  into  its  membershipachurch 
which  reserved  the  right,  if*  it  might  so 
choose,  to  establish  a Sunday-school  or  to 
allow  its  members  to  join  a temperance 
society.  That  67  years  ago. 

This  old  organization,  7th  in  the  State, 
chronologically,  met  with  the  Scooba 
church  on  November  10,  1905.  The  ven- 
erable J.  H.  Buck,  of  Macon,  is  pastor  here. 
Under  his  wise  leadership  and  untiring  en- 
ergy, the  plucky  church  has  by  the  aid  of 
the  Board,  erected  a good  meeting  house, 
which  in  every  way  meets  the  demands  of 
the  situation.  The  cost  of  this  building 
ana  lot  is  $2,000.00.  The  pastor  says  he 
does  not  know  how  the  few  ever  did  the 
work,  but  it  is  done. 

A fine  devotional  service  was  had  at 
9 30  a.  m..,  on  first  day,  conducted  by 
Rev.  A.  T.  Camp,  of  Columbus. 

The  old  sustom  of  reading  the  chmch 
letters  was  followed,  after  which  the  body 
went  into  permanent  organization,  which 
resulted  in  the  re  election  of  all  the  old  in- 
cumbents-moderator,  J.  W.  Deupree; 
Clerk,  J.  W.  Cooper;  Treasurer,  J.  A. 
Glenn. 


The  manager  of  the  Mississippi  Indus 
trial  Exposition  is  quoted  as  saying  that 
16  fast  horses  will  be  brought  to  Jackson 
and  rlaced  in  training  for  the  exposition. 
Is  it  intended  to  invite,  encourage  or  even 
tolerate  race  track  and  other  forms  ol 
gambling  in  an  exposition  advertised  as  in- 
dustrial? It  is  well  known  to  many  that 
such  gambling,  skin  igames,  and  other 
forms  of  evil  destroyed  the  Agricultural 
Fair  several  years  agb.  Farmers  would 
not  allow  their  sons  and  laborers  to  at- 
tend a fair  in  which  th$y  would  be  fleeced 
bv  sharpers.  It  was  nbt  fair.  It  was  evil 
and  only  evil.  That  fair  died,  and  many 
people  said,  "Amen  ” . Why  should  a few 
people  be  permitted  to  fleece  the  unweary 
and  con  upt  the  many  ?__  Why  should  the 
managers  not  give  us  an  exposition  with 
out  the  gambling  evil  ? Have  not  the  offi- 
cers of  law  the  authority  the  power  and 
the  right  to  use  it— to  prevent  gam- 
bling? If  they  are  not  so  disposed,  cpuld 
not  the  promoters  of  the  ex  position  be  per- 
suaded, and  if  need  be  forced,  to  abandon 
the  gambling  schemes?  j Let  Jackson  pas- 
tors and  others,  laymen  and  preacheis, 
take  this  matter  up  beforehand,  that  our 
Capital  and  its  visitors  may  be  protected 
against  such  evils. 
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The  association  raised  in  subscriptions 
$1  15.00,  to  aid  R:v.  J.  1*.  Hirrington  in 
pursuing  his  theological  course  in  the 
Seminary.  Young  broth -r  .\ubry  Stanley 
a ministerial  student  at  Clinton  is  from 
this  associatiion.  Bro.  J.  F.  Harrington 
also  went  out  from  this  body. 

Owing  to  the  very  ioclctm  nt  weather 
the  foreign  attendance  was  not  so  large  as 
usual,  but  the  local  attendance  was  very 
fineand  the  attention  excellent.  The  Spirit 
was  ideal.  This  body  is  old,  but  vigorous 
an  ! aggressiv*. 

The  ministerial  body  of  this  association 
is,  in  the  main,  young,  and  is  also  sound 
and  safe.  The  officers  arj  all  laymen  and 
very  c'ficient  as  factors  in  the  working 
force  ol  this  body.-  This  old  body  took 
high  ground  on  the  questions  of  missions, 
education  and  civic  righteousness  The 
speeches  were  almost  without  exc;ption  of 
a high  order. 

There  were  five  sermons  preached  during 
the  session.  On  Thursday  at  7 p.  m.  Rev. 
W.  T.  Hudson,  preached;  On  Friday  at  7 
p.  m.,  the  introductory  sermon  by  Rev. 
A.  J.  Thames;  Saturday  7 p.  m,  Rev.  W. 
H.  Thompson;  Sunday  11  a.  m.,  Rev.  M. 
K.  Thornton;  and  Sunday  7 p.  m.,  Rev.  A. 
T.  Camp.  The  preaching  was  of  a fine  or- 
der. We  had  first-class  entertainment  in 
the  home  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Farrill  Carr,  a 
good  Presbyterian  family.  We  also  dined 
with  Bro.  Guy  Jack  and  wife. 

The  next  meeting  of  this  association  will 
be  held  with  the  Maben  Chinch  beginning 
on  Thursday  before  the  2nd  Sunday  in 
September.
